[N their attempts to civilize 

tile uncivili/ablc—war—govern¬ 
ments have, in their usual blundering 
way. come up with a categorv of 
‘war crimes’ Unmindful of thc'fact 
that speaking of ‘war crimes’ is like 
sj[x;aking of dishonesties involved in 
Ac process of robbing banks or 
illnesses occurring during the onset 
of c^ccr. the US government has 
got Itself involved in a fine etliical 
stew about William Callev. charged 
and sentenced for the murder of 22 
Vietnamese civilians at the village 
of My Lai. 

More than twenty years and many 
minor wars ago there was a trial at 
Nuremberg of the Nazi war leaders 
It was manifestly a trial of the de¬ 
feated by the victorious—who else 
could be the judges*’ Those Nazi 
leaders who had not committed 
suicide were hung or imprisoned— 
of those inipriskmed only a feeble¬ 
minded senile Hess remains in prison 
guarded (by the only fragment of 
four-pkwver co-operation left) in the 
jail at Spandau. 

Many people had doubts of the 
usefulness of those trials but from 
them seemed to arise the doctrine 
that hcncefonvard it was no defence 
in law for a soldier convicted of 
‘w’ar crimes’ to sav that he was 
acting under orders This, it was 
thought, justified the trials and made 
international law once more a thing 
to respect 

However it had been said bv the 
Judec Xd^i'caie Jiirine (he trial of 
Hciuy W.i^. (he evtminander of a 






answer for it ’ Wirz, largely as a 
result of this finding, was convicted 
and executed. However. Wirz was a 
Southern prisoner camp commander 
in the American civil war. at Ander- 
sonvillc in 1864 and 8,.*589 prisoners 
died through the neglect of Com¬ 
mandant Wirz. Nearly 100 years 
later the US is still far from 
accepting the doctrine of individual 
responsibility. 

It Ck>uld be argued, and many do. 
that since all attempts to civilize 
war have failed we might as well 
admit that ‘war is hell’ and cither, 
as the hard-hats say. fight with no 
holds barred or. as the pacifists say. 
abolish war altogether Both have 
concurred in protest against the 
sentencing of William Callcy al¬ 
though frvmi dilTcring motives. 

There is something especially 
ironic in the perpetrators of the 
bombing of Hiroshima and Dresden 
putting on trial the bombers of 
Coventry and Pearl Harbour lllogi- 
calK enough, the persistent bomb¬ 
ing. napaiming and strafing of the 
pea.sants of V'ictnam. has called 
forth no juridical protest in .\mcrica 
and frequently anti - communist 
peabants have been killed or sulTcred 
Hin\e\er ihis ib (he h^ts abbtraclion

Both sides welcome revelations of 
atrocities by the ‘othcri, for this 
rallies waverers This is the ‘i^lariz- 
ation of conflict’ about which we 
have heard much recently. The 
mock outrage expressed by many, 
cannot be taken seriously from those 
w'lio evaluate human life so cheaply 
that they believe in the historical 


inevitability of situations involving 
the maximum of human misery, 
death and destruction. 

In an abstract sense wc arc all 
guilty of My Lai. in tolerating a 
world which allows this to happen 
William Callev ib not onlv guilty of 
commanding others to kill but in 
obeying orders to treat My Lai ab a 
frec-fire zone, to search and debtri>\ 
and to maximise the bkxly-c(»unt. 
As long as there arc those who 
will obey there will be those who 
command. 

It is only logical that President 
Nixon, who. after all, is Commander- 
in-chief. should not onlv decide that 
William Oilley (in defiance of all 
known law) should return to his 
barracLs, but that Nixon Viill decide 
Callcy’s fate. This, if it means an>- 
thing at all. means that Nixon will 
pardon Callcy A White House 
spokesman, whoever he may be. not 
only gratuitously insulted Moham¬ 
med Ali bv referring to him as a 
‘draft dodger on bail’ but recalled 
Abraham Lincoln’s pardon for a 


sleeping sentry' I i'.- i • ^ 

p.irden Wirz afxJ V'nI.iaT ( a ley

Nixon is right, insofar as the State 
is an agcnc> f murder. ih.i! he 
should pardon its instruments The 
deaths inflicted by police and 
nativinal guard (notably those at 
Kent State Inivcrsity) go un¬ 
punished. But tho.se who co-operate 
wiUi any State in its foul dccd.s add, 
in the words of Shelley, ‘the crime 
of murder to the crime of serv itude’

r IS fairly cool rule of thumb that 
if a Budget is welcomed by the City 
cd Loodon it cao bode no good for the 
workexv We are always the first to suffer 
from inflation or slump: the last to gain 
from reflation or boom. 

The Demon Barber’s Budget is pre- 
osely wtut we should have expected in 
this present political climate, for this 
preseot Tory Govenunent is determined 
to be Tory and nothing else (except of 
cotine when Rolls Royce goes bustf). 
Hence they are setting about dismantling 
what WihOT left of the welfare state and 
making things easier for those already 
strong «u>itgh to stand on their own two 
feet 

Within mmutes of the Chancellor'i 
proposals being announced the profes¬ 
sional analysts were decoding his 
scrambled messages to his friimds in the 
City and telling the nation what it 
wranted to know; what's in it for me? 
The smokers, beer-drinkers and molonstk 
heaved sighs of relief as they learned 
that for once they were not going to be 


hit; management in the ‘service’ indus¬ 
tries went wild with delight at the news 
that SET was to be immediately cut, 
eventually abolished; old age pensioners 
cackled with glee at the prospect of 
another pound in their pittance ne.xt 
September; surtax payers heaved their 
bellies above the table and called for 
another bottle of bubbly; capital gainers 
calculated their gains, ready for the long 
laugh all the way to the bank, and the 
unemployed wondered* when (he factory 
would take them on again, while the 
workers in work went off to the Dingo. 

THE COLD LIGHT OF MORNING 

Next morning the sums began in 
earnest Those workers who thought that 
the improved ta.x allowance for their kids 
was going to help them get it together 
at last learned that they were going to 
have to pay more for their National 
Insurance contributions as well as more 
for doctors' prescriptions if they are so 
silly as to fall ill, while the removal of 
subsidies from school meals and 


THE STRIKE AT FORDS 


O NE OF THE most surprising aspeOs 
of the Ford Motor Comfmny strike 

was the suddenness of the settlement It 
came when further meetings of strikers 
wsere not expected to take ^ace for over 
a week and soon after union leaders 
from 19 countries had met at the Inter¬ 
national Metalworkers Federation’s World 
Anlo Council conference. 


This conference had in fact expressed 
considerable support for the British Ford 
workers’ struggle and pledged itself ‘to 
contnbute by all practicable means to 
the success of the British Ford strikers 
and refrain from any action that might 
endanger that success’.

yourself to a means test to gel it—you 
will be a bit belter off in terms of what 
the Exchequer lakes off you directly, but 
you will still be bloody hard-up in this 
inn.itionar\ period—and woe betide you 
when (happy day) both SET and Purchase 
Tax arc abolished, and all you have to 
pay is a simple Value Added Tax on 
everything! The average worker, earning 
the average w.agc with two children, will 
be slightly less than half a week’s wages 
belter off at the end of the fiscal year— 
assuming his wages have kept pace with 
prices and he is still in a job anyway, 
for by the cold light of Sunday morning, 
the posh weeklies were coming to the 
conclusion that the unemployment rate 
was not going to be affected by this 
Budget at least until next year—if then, 
for the prophecies seem to show that the 
gross national product might go up by 
one per cent this year, and productivity 
by three per cent—in other words fewer 
workers would be producing more! 

Oddly enough, according to one of the 
Observers experts, the chap worst hit 
by Barber’s Budget is the £2,500 a year 
man with two kids, for his tax savings 
are more than offset by additional ex¬ 
penses (like he will have to pay £33.80 
more on his National Insurance contri¬ 
butions!). Since this income bracket pro¬ 
vides just the sort of climbing executive 
typo with mortgages and ambitions who 
voted for the Tories, it seems that some¬ 
what scurvy treatment is their reward. 
Oh our hearts must bleed for them! 

INCENTIVES AND FEAR 

But guess what? The chap who stands 
to gain most from Mr. Barber’s little tax 
fiddles is the ’lucky family man' earning 
£15,000 a year. He will be better off 
this time nc,xt year by a cool £1,135. 

This is what is known as incentive. 
For the rich and the getting rich, there is 
this incentive to get richer. 

For the workers, not a lot of incentive 
from the Chancellor. What then is going 
to make them work harder for the good 
of the country? One very good, old- 
fashioned feature of capitalist practice: 
FEAR’ To them that hath shall he given, 
saith the good book, and from them that 
hath not shall he taken away even that 
which thev hath. To which, ‘Yea Vcrilv’ 
addeth Mr. Barber, as he stimulates the 
bosses but is careful not to do anything 
to stimulate demand. 

With unemployment standing now at 
over three-quarters of a million, with a 
steady increase to indicate firmly that it 
will be up to the million mark by next 
winter at the latest, the meagre benefits 
accruing to the working class out of this 



Budget are not going to make anyone go 
mad on a spending spree. On the con¬ 
trary, the five bob extra a week that 
might be apparent is (a) neither here nor 
there or (b) will go into the Savings 
Bank. The really poor who benefit on 
paper at least will have a few more 
necessities perhaps, but will certainly 
not even dream of luxuries. The middle- 
class chappie we have already mentioned 
as getting nothing out of it will be lick¬ 
ing his wounds with his nose to the 
grindstone, which is quite a difficult ftat 
and will leave him with no time to go 
shopping and a nasty taste in his mouth. 
The rich bloke who is doing nicely thank 
you anyway is already fitted up with all 
the consumer goods he can manage. His 
little windfall may take him to Tahiti 
for his holiday instead of dreary' old 
Monte Carlo. 

So: dropsies for the bosses, hut no 
stimulation for the market place. Thus: 
more unemployment. Thus: Fear of los¬ 
ing your job to keep you quiet at work 
and the Industrial Relations Bill in the 
pipeline to deal with the irrepressible 
militants while Mr, Maudling improves 
the Loranorder situation the better to 
impre^ our potential kith and kin in the 
Ommon Market. 


GOVERNMENT EQUALS ROBBERY 

Oh Christ what a load of crap all this 
is! How pathetic to sec a nation 
grovelling before the bloody Chancellor 
of the Exchequer for hand-outs like beg¬ 
gars before the Palace! 

Doesn’t anybody realise that this is 
OUR MONEY they hand back to us? 
The Government makes nothing; all it 
docs is to rob us all of a bloody big 
part of the wealth wc create. It sets up 
this protection racket, like the bunch of 
hoods they arc, stealing from us under 
duress (Pay up or else!) and then c.xpcct^ 
ing us to he grateful if they give a bit 
of it back as ‘welfare’ or even if they 
don’t take quite as much this y'car as 
they took last year! 

Even this is a con trick. They NEVER 
reduce taxation—they onlv find different 
ways of organising the robbery. Make 
no mistake: when VAT replaces SET and 
PT (oh shit!) xvc shall end up pavdog 
more than ever (''cforc—and ex'crybody. 
selling anything will become a tax collect 
tor for the Government. 

Everything a government ever docs is 
aimed at screwing the people. That is 
all it’s there for—and who needs that?

The Doomsday Day

On March there was a libertarian 
Forum at Conway Hall in London, the 
discussion being led by speakers from 
the Independent Labour Parts, Ihe Soli- 
dahtv group, and the London anarchists. 
Unfortuiulely the meenng h.sd been 
called at shon nonce, so there srere 
only about thirty people present, and 
abo the set speeches had bMn prepared 
ui haste, so they were laiber disappoint¬ 
ing: hut plenty of interesting ideas came 
out in the discussion, and it was generally 
felt that further mocsingt of this kind 
wxnild be a valuable svay of bringing 
logesber the various groups of the 
blicnanan left to that we can get to 
know each other and find out bow much 
wc have in common. 

On March i6-2<t there seas a Col¬ 
loquium on The Paris Commune and 
Its Place in the Hisiory of Social 
Tboogbl* at the UniveTvity of Susicx. 


Falmer. This was a full-scale academic 
alTair. efiicienlly organised by Eugene 
Schulkind. wilh papers presented by 
speakers from France and other countries 
as well as from Britain, and with a 
total attendance of about three hundred 
people. Unfortunately Ihe papers and 
subsequent discussions were overwhelm¬ 
ingly Marxist in lone, but one welcome 
change was prosided by a paper on

■nmEN ON-E SAYS of EmI BoigM 
tlui il is poorer ibao the rest of 
Pskixua. tluo West Bengal and almost 
an pans of fndia. ooc it portraying 
virtually the ultimate in povxrty. W)iea 
nmety-five per cent of all voters in 
such a country vole for one pviy io 
an electioo stage-managed by its op¬ 
ponents. not nouUe for their devotion 
to democracy, they may be misled by 
a dcmagogiK. oo doubt they are misled 
by a pobtidan of some tort, but it 
teems bTely lo say Ihc least that—ia 
however distorted a manner—that patty 
refiorts the aspiraboas of the very poor. 

So one le^ to suspect that East 
Pakistan't desire for indcpcnJcncc it 
oot fua power pob'lici, it not Ihe 
effect of the intervention of the world 
powers isd inlemiiional finance. This 
may or may ool be the case, no doubt 
more facts w-Q) emerge later, but there 
wxnild scan lo be a prima facie case 
tar a sympathetic oonsideraUoa of the 
slogan 'Bengla Detb', however much we 
would wish lo say that oo state wHI 
solve Ihe needs of Ibe people aod that 
while their aspirations remain within the 
oontea of power poUtics it it doomed 
lo failure 

Bui we arc told by Mr. Bhutto of 
the People's Party of the Punfab and 
e(ba parts of West Paldttan that Sbdk 
Megbar Ralbman. the leader of Ihe 


Bcngab Awami League aims to build 
a fisctsl stele io East Pakistan. There 
are loo many cases io the past of 
p^le voting for fascists for in lo 
dismiss this out of hand; and there it 
loo much evidence from the past that 
there is a real distindion between fascism 
and bourgeois democracy (whether right 
wing laissez-faire conservative, or op- 
poftunisl social democrat) for it lo ^ 
wise for us to shrug this off aod say 
there's no diffacnce between one capi¬ 
talist politician and another. 

The fad that India. Russia and China 
—all at face value more progressive 
countries than Punjabi-dominated Paki¬ 
stan—all appear to favour East Bengal, 
cannot certainty be taken as guarantee 
that Mujib is the leflisl: after all il is 
not so long ago that Ayub Khan— 
whose 'Ubc^' successor 'i’abya Khan 
is—was an inlemalional ally of Mao-lse 
Tung at the height of the Cultural 
Revolution and was sponsor lo Ihe 
Bertrand Rustell Peace Fellowship and 
its trial of American War Crimes in 
Vietnam. (Actually China's posilioo is 
not absolutely clear—she hat spoken of 
Punjabi impcnalitm in the recent past 
but there is evidence that Pakistan flew 
Ihe psialmopers dropped on Dacca over 
China after India had refused permission 
for them to go over Indix) 

Wc had in Ihc columns of Fruoom 


reason lo note with interest Ihe evidence 
of Mr. Tariq Ali—anoibcr former sup¬ 
porter of Ibe BRPF and ihe Wsr Crimes' 
Trial—lo Ihe effect lhal Ayub Khan's 
regime was a front for the CIA. Mr. Ali 
is a member —in Pakistan —of Mr. 
Bhutto's party. Mr Bhutto was the 
Foreign Secretary In Ayub Khan's ad- 
minisiralion for at least half its duration. 
No doubt Mr. Ah will endorse Mr. 
Bhutto's prcscoi evidence in attack oo 
Sheik Mujib, though this may be com- 
plicaled by the fact Ibal be has expressed 
admiration for Mulani Bashani's National 
Awami Parly, wliich criticisos Sheik 
Mujib's League for not taking a firm 
enough stand against Punjabi imperialism. 

Mr. Ali, besidei bang a member of 
the Pakistan People's Party, b also 
■ member of the International Marxbl 
Group which b inicrnaUooally linked 
with a party in West Bengal which has 
urged policies certainly more socialistic 
than those of Sheik Mujib end Mulani 
Bashani, but not notably leu crilical 
of rule from the Punjab. No doubt, 
in hb inimitable way, he will be good 
enough lo enlighten the kfl on what 
goes on in hb country. On most 
problems he acts as if he has a special 
acceu lo a private Manbt Mount Sinai 
and the scrolb of Ihe law and his 
conlacb here will obvionsly be yet 
closer. LO.

tion problems. The msentor. Eduardo 
Estevez, said the motor works on a prin¬ 
ciple of bfcakint down the water fuel 
lo the basic clcmenb' hydrogen as a fuel 
and oxvpen expelled through the exhaust 
pipe instead of petrol fumes.' 

This remarkable item of information 
appeared on the back page of the Sunday 
Timrt about two months ago The 
benefits of such an mvention are ob¬ 


viously iminensc. Il offen i source of 
motive power which is extraordinarily 
dieap and which cuts out the various 
forms of pollution iHocialed with ih* 
petrol engine—(he poisoning of the air 
by carbon moooxide and lead fumes and 
of the sea by the oil slicks which are 
now regularly spewed from Ibe wreckage 
of bumper economy-sized tankers. On 
top of this other possibilities suggest 
Ihcmsclycs If water were lo become a 
principle fuel then the irrigation of dry 
areas of the world for agriculture would 
become an economic proposition instead 
of a costly operation of little appeal to 
governmenu more concerned xvith the 
progress of industry than the welfare 
of peasants The extraction of pure 
water from the sea might aho be 
economically viable One can ev-tn 
imagine can equipped with cylinders 
in their engines which would compreu 


(he waste oxygen thereby providing a 
free supply for use in iodustiy. 

This would indeed seem to be a revo- 
lulioQ^ invention yrel in Ihe two months 
following the publicalioo of (hose two 
column inches in the Sunday Times 
nothing more, lo my knowledge, has been 
wrillen about it No reporter from the 
Sunday Times, or from any other news- 
)>apcr. seems to be interested in finding 
out exactly what has happened; whether 
Ihc machine it all il claims to be or it 
just a hoax (perhaps it it the Sunday 
Times' idea of a joke). A reasonable

MARCH I. Ihe 
Students' Unioo at the University of 
East Anglia met to discuss the case of 
Bill who had recently been suspendesk 
Bill had been fined £150 for the possca- 
sion of drugs and had a tuspensM lix- 
monlh Knience After his convictioo 
BUI was brought up before the university 
discipliaary commiiieo and was sus¬ 
pend^. The meeting agreed that double 
punishment xvat wrong, so a demand was 
decided upon:— 

I. That Bill be readmitted and any 
others who had been suspended 
under double punishmcol: 

2. That Regulation TO (3). the one that 
Bill xvat tried under, be dropped; 

3. That Ihe general meeting of the 
Students' Union should have the 
power of veto over disdplinaiy 
decUioot. 

We agreed that direct action was 
needed so we decided to occupy Ihe Arts 
Block, an administration'teaching block. 
Monday night 200 people look over the 
block 

Oo Wednesday the administration an¬ 
nounced that they wouldn't negotiate 
until wc moved from the Aits Block. 
This we saw through and we stayed. 

On Thunday there svas another Union 
meeting which voted overwhelmingly io 
support of the occupation (630 to 250).

His Grace 
overstepped even his reactionary seif, 
as he laid down that contraception was 
apimt the natural law and forbidden 
Doi only to the faithful but to everyone 
in the world, even atheists and those 
of non-Chnstian religions. Meanwhile 
the Protestant Archbishop spoke in 
favour of contraceptives being available 
for wise family planning within the

The whole matter bis become quite 
unbelievably emotive, and the letters in 
our papen have to be seen to be 
credited. A very nasty sectarian under¬ 
tone has crept into the discussion. Many 
good Catholics resent the blanket order 
that they must either abstain from 
sciual relations altogether or have uo- 
limited children, ft it disgraceful that 
It should be a crime for which a 
respectable mimed couple can be 
arrested and go to prison, to have tp^en 
a book telling them of the vinous 
methods 

The Irish Family Planning Associa- 
tioo held a capacity meeting oo Tuesday 
and a man turned up and insisted in 
describing in very- gory and unsavoury de¬ 
tail csactly what happens to an abortion. 
In vain he was told the killing of 
already living babies was a completely 
different matter from presenting the life 
occurring be vent on with his sadistic 
descnptioo although within the contest 
of the meeting it was totally irrelevant 
One woman wrote to a paper and said 
contraception was ‘Spiritual abortion*.

Rome Rule Dr Noel Browne, TD. has 
howxser made it very dear that we are 
either governed by the Government OR 
the hierarchy, and the general concensus 
of opinion is that this plus the Arch¬ 
bishop’s medieval Pastoral will force the 
Government into introducing their own 
Bill in favour of the sate of contra¬ 
ceptives before too long or they will 
have il thrown at them yet again that 
they arc merely the tools of the Church 
and not in charge oC their own house 
at all. 

The Committee lo Oppose Repressive 
Legislation is getting along very well. 
Already up to 5.000 signatures against 
the Bill have been collected. We aim. 
at 10,000, when they will be photostated 
and presented to tbe Minister for Justice. 
If the Bill gets throu^, many of us 
are immediately going to break it on 
the very day it becomes law. hoping 
thus lo prove il lo be unwm^kabte. 

Faulkner's new Cabinet displeases both 
sides. ’TTie hard-liners are railing at 
Harry West as a turn-coat, and the 
Opposition are furious with Mr. Bleakl^ 
for accepting a port in a Unionist 
Government. Faulkner is as cunning at 
a whole skulk of foxes and speaks very 
well but no one on cither side trusts 
him half an inch and the future looks 
glum There was no honeymoon period 
to let him prove or disprove himself 
as with his predecessors, but immediate 
attack from both sides of the House 

You may be Interested lo know. 
Comrades, (hat really all the trouble 
in the six counties is an Anarchist 
Plot. A member of the RUC says he 
has uncovered this, and a group of 
poOfrfe of various naiionalitici are 'help¬ 
ing (he police with (heir enquiries', after 
a bomb was thrown at Queen’s. 

Meanwhile we go on burning, tarring 
and feathering, and blowing things up 
in our so eomic Irish way. In (he 
26 counties our hospitals arc like some¬ 
thing out of a Dickens' novel for the

children live in hovels, and learn nothing, 
often not even to read, at school, food 
IS so expemive the old. widowed or 
deserted go hungry and cold, and—1 may 
have mentioned this before, but repeat 
it in case you forget—we are the most 
Christian country in the world.
